Diphtheria and Whooping Cough in Lominisatioa Special arrangements are made for 
immunisation to be performed at she end of each Welfare Session. In addition, 
immunisation is carried cut free of charge by general medical practioners. 


Services provided by the Regional Hospital Board. 

Hospitals. There is nao hospital within the Aural District, and patients from 
this area are admitted to hospitals in neighbouring districts. 

Maternity cases requiring hospital accommcdation are also admitted to hospitals 
outside the area. Where tecessary, infectious disease cases other than smallpox 
are admitted to the Stockport Isolation Hospital. Facilities for smallpox 

cases are provided at Ellswick Ievs Smallpox Hospital, Lancashire, and at the 
Ainsworth Smallpox Hospital, near Bury. 


Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases Special clinics for the diagnosis and treatment 
of Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases are held at Great Egerton Street, Stockport.

4. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport Corporation Water Undertaking 
and most of the houses in the district are connected to the mains. A few farms 
and isolated houses situated cn high ground are supplicd by natural weils and springs 
a few having bere-holes. The situation of these premises and the physical 
Characteristios of the land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an 
almost impossible task. 

The water supplied to the oe 2% is chemically treated, filtered, and 
chlorinated, and is subjected to frequent bacteriological and chemical analysis 
by the Stockport Corporation, and has proved satisfactory. The main road and 
lower areas of the district are supplied from Kinder and the higher part from the 
Goyt Valley supply. 

2. Drainage & Sewerage. The greater part of the district is sewered and two 
sewage disposal v works are owned by the Council. Most houses are connected to the 
sewers and those properties which are not, are in isolated positions. 

Sampies of hehe effluent from both heepesed works taken during the year by the 
Mersey River Board were found to be satisfactory. 

A scheme for the improvement of the Waterside Sewage Disposal Works was 
prepared by the Council's Consulting Engineers and was accepted by the Council. 
The works proposed consisted of the erection of a river bank retaining wall, 
renewal of filter media, re-erection of a disused percolating filter and repairs 
to two other filters, provision of a new distributor and provision of a water 
supply. Tenders wore invited and it was expected that . work on the scheme 
would commence early in 1958.
